LORD'S DAY ACT. 

Decision of Appeal Court on the On- 
tario (Daw. 

Toronto, Out., April 17.— The Court of 
Appeal today gave judgment in a case 
respecting t ho constitutionality of the 
Lord's Day Act of Ontario. The deci- 
sion, Chief Justice Armour, dissenting, 
sustains the law in regard to the pro- 
hibition of Sunday sales, Sunday labor 
excursions, and street cars, but holds 
tin; provincial act docs not apply to cor- 
porations operating exclusively under a 
Dominion franchise, nor to individual 
employers of corporations. The latter 
exception will probably greatly nullify 
the working of the act.

And Demanding That Measure 
Be Entirely Rescinded In 
Public Interest. 



Special to the Colonist. 

Dawson, Y. T., April 10.— The follow- 
ing letter has been sent to Hon. Clifford 
Sifton, minister of the interior at Ot- 
tawa: 

Sir,— I have been requested by a 
number of the leading and representa- 
tive mine operators of the Yukon, hav- 
ing claims upon the creeks, included in 
the Treadgold concession, to draw to 
your attention, and that of the public, 
the accompanying statement of some of 
their objections to the measure. The 
men whose names are thereto attached 
are not politicians, but practical busi- 
ness men. Their object is not to em- 
barrass the government, but to expose It 
real grievance and avert a pending ca- 
lamity, it is their general opinion that 
no modification of the concession will 
suffice to remove the evils with which 
it is fraught, but that unless totally 
rescinded, it will hang like a black 
cloud over the land threatening wide- 
spread disaster. The absence of many 
claim owners and pressure of time have 
prevented the paper from being us 
largely signed ns it might have been, 
but it is believed to represent the sub-' 
stautially unanimous opinion of the 
practicable and independent mine op- 
erators oT the district. 'Submitting tho 
above and tho subjoined memorandum 
to your respectful attention, I have the 
honor to be, sir, your obedient servant, 
R. W. SHANNON. 

In brief the memorandum sets out: 

The preamble to the orr.er-in-council 
of June 12, 1!)01, gives as reason for 
the privileges granted, ilie following: 
"The mining now carried on in the 
Klondike district is, because of the in- 
adequate supply of water, necessarily 
confined to the washing of the richest 
gravid only, comparatively small Ln area, 
thus leaving large tracts of gold-bearing 
gravels unworked." 

'It is true tJiat there are large quan- 
tities of ground unworked for want of 
a sufficient quantity of water. 

The statement that the richest gravel 
only is worked at present i<s not cor- 
rect, it is partly and only partly true. 
The hydraulic system has already-been 
introduced by private onterpnzo. 

The grantees under the orders-in-coun- 
cil are only required to give a 3O0wfeet 
elevation. The miners who are already 
using hydraulic apparatus (ire raising 
water themselves to a height of .'500 
feet. 

There is no demand for such an ar- 
rangement as the one under discussion; 
that no capital has been kept out of 
the country by the want of such a 
scheme; that the needs of the territory, 
insofar as the application of hydraulic 
machinery to mining operations is con- 
cerned, are being amply met as they 
arise by private enterprize, aud will 
continue so to be for many years to 
come; that the concession secures noth- 
ing that the miners are not already pro- 
viding for themselves; that it saves 
nothing in the cost of water to those 
who require it; and that, it taken ad- 
vantage of to carry out the purpose in- 
tended in the preamble to the orders- 
iu-couucil, it will have a disastrous ef- 
fect upon the operations at present go- 
ing forward iu the creek beds. 

It is provided by the orders-lu-couucii 
that ail abandoned claims on Bear, Bo- 
nanza and Hunker creeks and their tri- 
butaries—this includes Eldorado— shall 
be deemed to be vested in Mr. Tread- 
gold and his associates on and after the 
first of January, 1902. 

The effect of a blanket concession like 
this is to close up tho district, aud with- 
draw it from re-location. When it is 
remembered that the district included in 
the grant comprises the greater part of 
the gold bearing area, -which lias been 
exploited iu the vicinity of Dawson City 
aud that it contains all the roads aud 
improvements that have been made by 
the government in the mining territory, 
it will be seen how important the con- 
sequences of this measure will be. 

The closing of the district will' be in- 
jurious to the interests of the wage- 
earner. At present the mining area is 
thickly populated with individual wage- 
earning operators. These men are uot 
occupied continually, being usually 
idle part of the year. During the idle 
period they are accustomed to prospect, 
and try to find something for them- 
selves. 

The capitalist must go because he will 
be compelled to import labor for a short 
period of the year at higher wages and 
consequently the cost of production will 
be increased. 

Tile machinery belonging to miners 
and mining companies in the' Klondike 
represents millions of dollars. This 
would be rendered idle and comparative- 
ly valueless, since the owners would be 
at the mercy of a universal landlord 
and must cither submit to his terms or 
leave the country. 

The ordinary miner has to prospect, 
mark out and enter his claim. The 
grantees under the orders-in-council are 
saved all that trouble. 

The ordinary miner has to pay 310 
per annum rental, and to do work to 
the extent of 3200 on each claim t culled 
"representation" — see order-in-council, 
Pita June, 1.001, sec. 15, sub-section 5). 
Mr. Treadgold and his- friends are reliev- 
ed of these expenditures— sec. Ill sub-sec. 
4 and 5. 

It is our firm conviction that if the 
arrangement is not repealed, and the 
orders-in-council rescinded, they will put 
an end to individual enterprize in the 
Yukon, will paralyze every branch of 
industry there, will cause the people 
at present in the country to get out of 
it as quickly as they can work out exist- 
ing holdings, will hand the country over 
bodily to a gigantic monopoly whose in- 
terest it will be to carry on their opera- 
tions with Japanese or. Chinese labor 
and will' in fact accomplish the ruin of 
the Yukon Territory, nnt at a distant 
day, but' within the next four or live 
years.

Socialists Use Threats of Re

Brussels, April 17.— The debate on the 
proposed revision of the Belgian con- 
stitution was resumed in the Chamber 
of 'Representatives today. M. Brau (Lib- 
eral) advocated the speedy closing of 
tho debate, in tho interesNof tho whole 
country, and the Premier, ~Desmct de 
Nnyer heartily endorsed -the suggestion. 
He said the nation was anxiously await- 
ing their decision and proposed that 
tho House continue sitting today until 
the question was settled. 

Tho Socialists protested against the 
adoption of the proposal, but the 'Pre- 
mier maintained the wisdom of the pro- 
posal for a speedy close of the debate. 

-Socialist shouts of "trickery; it will be 
the signal for a revolution," followed 
the Premier's remarks. At this junc- 
ture, M. Van der Velde crossed tho 
floor and held a brief conversation with 
the Premier, during which M. Troclet 
(Socialist) cried, "Then you want blood 
to flow." 

The Premier having reiterated his un- 
alterable adhesion to the proposal to 
close tho debate, the Socialists broke out 
into considerable uproar and clenched 
their lists threateningly, but they con- 
fined themselves to that and then utter- 
ing shouts of defiance. 

The debato was then continued by tho 
Premier who, amidst frequent inter- 
ruptions declared that a further revision 
of tho constitution would not accord 
with the desires of the country. He did 
not believe that universal suffrage 
would be conducive to tlie_ maintenance 
of free institutions in Belgium. Renew- 
ed Socialist uproar including threats of 
civil war and shouts of, "You have 
murdered one of the people," followed 
this announcement. 

The Premier after remarking that he 
declined to notice such calumnies, invit- 
ed tho chamber to reject tho proposed 
consideration of tho proposal to revise 
the constitution. 

After a violent speech by iM. Janson, 
'Progressist, who declared the govern- 
ment was forcing the country over tho 
brink of civil war, the Premier said tho 
government was willing for the sake of 
peace to withdraw the closure proposal. 

M. Van der Velde agreed to this, and 
the chamber unanimously lixed the hour 
for the vote on tho question of a re- 
vision of the constitution at six o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon. 

The strike in the Brussels district lias 
practically ended.

QUEEN OF HOLLAND. 

Her Condition Is Understood to Be 
Better. 

Amsterdam, April 17.— All classes of 
the population ale deeply grieved at the 
illness of the Queen. Prince Henry, of 
the 'Netherlands, the Prince Consort, is 
overwhelmed with anxiety and hardly 
leaves the Queen's bedside. The 
.Queen's mother is also in constant at- 
tendance upon the royal patient. Dr. 
Roessing, one of the Queen's attendant 
physicians, is staying permanently at 
the pulnco. Her Majesty's temperature 
reached 104 degrees yesterday, but the 
departure from the palace of' Prof. Ro- 
senstein, the pathologist of Leyden uni- 
versity, who had been summoned in a 
consultation, is considered to be n hope- 
ful sign that the crisis is passed. It is 
reported that Queen Wilhelmina caught 
cold while sitting in the park, against 
the advice of her doctors. It is also said 
that living at Castle Loo does not seem 
to agreo with Her Majesty. The condi- 
tion of the Queen was unchanged this 
evening. 



London, April 18.— The rDaily Mail 
claims to have authority to announco 
that a basis of peace has been practi- 
cally agreed upon at 'Pretoria, but it 
says that some little time will elapse 
before tho details of tho plan can be 
perfected. 

The paper adds that upon finding on 
Wednesday that the British government 
refused to modify its terms with regard 
to amnesty, banishment, and a responsi- 
ble government, the Boer delegates met 
again on Thursday. The British deci- 
sion practically leaving them the alter- 
natives of accepting the British terrns 
or breaking up the conference, was then 
comminuted to thorn and tho delegates 
proved more reasonable. 

When Lord iMilner, the British High 
commissioner in South Africa, promised 
tho delegates one or two seats on tho 
legislative councils, subject to the ap- 
proval of tho government, and •pending 
the restoration of a responsible govern- 
ment they practically agreed to accept 
the British terms. 

iSomo details continues tho Daily Mail 
which are not likely to create difficulty 
still remain to be settled. Lord Milncr 
has summoned an Australian expert 
from Johannesburg, who is to assist in 
estimating tho cost of rebuilding and 
restocking tho Boer farms. The dele- 
gates, the paper concludes, have acted, 
so far quite independently of their rep- 
resentatives in .Holland. 

Dr. Hans Saner, a Loyalist Afrikan- 
der, who spoke at Bradford tonight, was 
not optimistic about the Boer-British 
peace negotiations. He said ho thought 
it quite probable that the Boers would 
ask Great Britain for £50,000,000 or 
£00,000,000, and agree in return to clear 
out of 'South Africa altogether. 

London, April 17.— Serious differences, 
it is said, have arisen between tho 
Transvaal and Free State delegates, who 
are discussing peace terms at Pretoria. 
Gen. Botha and Acting President 
Schnlkburgor, it is reported, have given 
the Free State representatives until 
April 21 to come to a decision, threaten- 
ing that thereafter the Transvaal dele- 
gation will continue tho peace negoti- 
ations independently of the Free State 
delegates. It is further declared that 
Botha and Schalkburger had practically 
agreed upon terms for surrender prior 
to their visit to Klerksdorp; but that, 
out of loyalty to their allies, they insist- 
ed on a conference, though with slight 
hdpes that their views would be shared 
by Gen. Dewet and the other Free State 
loaders. 

The portion of the now British war 
loan offered for public subscription, £16,- 
000,000, has been over-subscribed thirty 
to forty times, aud is now quoted at one 
per cent, premium. 



CRIMES ACT 

IN IRELAND 



Mr. Wyndham In Parliament 
Defends Action of the 
Government. 



London, April 17.— In the House of 
Commons today, John 'Redmond, tho 
Irish Nationalist leader, spoke of the 
Crimes Act proclamation issued last 
night by the lord lieutenant of Ireland, 
Earl Cadogan. He said that an infamous 
conspiracy was on foot in England to 
foment crime in Ireland, where no crime 
existed. The stories of outrage and 
violence in Ireland were infamous calum- 
nies. The Nationalists in Ireland were 
only governed by a contemptible min- 
ority. 

This statement was cheered by the 
Irish members, A hundred men, Mr. 
Redmond continued, stood ready to re- 
place every man sent to prison in this 
struggle. They entreated Mr. Wyndham, 
the chief secretary for Ireland, to change 
his policy, but if he continued it„ they 
would meet him face to face and give 
blow for blow. Their answer to his co- 
ercion in Ireland would he to harden 
their hearts, strengthen their organiza- 
tion and compel redress. 

Mr. Wyndham replied that while it 
was true that there was a comparative 
absence in Ireland uf crime against the 
person, the lives of people were made 
miserable by intimidation and boycot- 
ting. The government was not acting 
from political motives, hut as the re- 
sult of a mass of information laboriously 
collected and carefully examined. 

A motion for adjournment to discuss 
coercion made by Mr. Redmond was re- 
jected by a vote of 2515 to 148.

The Hinton company are 
to move their stock to their Victoria es- 
tablishment and continue the business 
here as an engineering company. , The 
Hinton company are to become the sole 
j'gents of the Canadian General Electric 
company on Vancouver Island. In all 
contracts secured by the Hinton com- 
pany the Canadian General Electric 
company supplies will bo given the pre- 
ference, thus shutting out the United 
States goods, all things being equal. 
Mutual assistance will bo rendered each 
company by the other. Special atten- 
tion is to be given to contracts on Van- 
couver Island. 

This arrangement made for the. mutual 
profit of the ifirimi interested was brought 
about by the recent visit of President 
Nieholls of the Canadian General Elec- 
tric company.

He was proclaimed king of 
Spain, October 10, lS4li, on his marriage 
to' his cousin, Queen Isabella II. of 
Spain. Queen Isabella and her husband 
were expelled from Spain as a result of 
"the revolution of September 30, 1SG8. 
She formally abdicated the throne in 
Paris, June 33, 1S70, in favor of her son, 
the late King Alfonso XII., father of 
the present King of Spain, Alfonso XIl'l, 

CHINESE REBELS. - 



In Kwang-si Trouble Has Assumed 
Large Proportions. 

Hongkong, jfprll 17.— A Chinese bank- 
er, who lied from the province of 
HCwang-si and has arrived here, says the 
rebels in that province hold over I!0 
towns and villages, and that they are 
•well armed with Mauser rifles and re- 
volvers', -which were smuggled into 
Kwang-si from the French protectorate 
of Annum, by contrabandists disguised 
as opium merchants. 

The rebels have adopted the name of 
the Hung-siu-chuon, the famous leader 
of the Tai-ping rebellion. They have 
placarded the country "with announce 
incuts that the present dynasty lias sold 
parts of China to foreign powers. These 
posters urge the people to resist the col- 
lection of taxes for the payment of the 
international indemnity. 



TRAITOR LYNCH. - 

.Witnesses from South Africa to Trove 
His Guilt. 

London, April 17.— Although there is 
no indication that Col. Arthur Lynch, 
■who formerly fought on the Boer side in 
the South African war, and who was 
elected to represent Gatway City in par- 
liament, has any intention of placing 
himself within reach of the British 
■courts, the government is bringing wit- 
nesses from South Afrca to testify in 
support of the charges of treason brought 
against Col. Lynch. 

Louis Handlcy, an American by birth 
but a naturalized British subject and i 
farmer of the vicinity of Glencoe, Xatal 
landed in England this morning. II i 
says Col. Lynch was the leader of r 
Boer force, principally composed of Irish- 
men, which raided his farm in 1!M)0, con 
fifjcatcd his stock and other moveables 
and destroyed his crops. Lynch inform- 
ed Handlcy that he was a British suh 
ject. 



SPIOX KOP DESPATCHES. 

Show Bitter Controversy Between Bul- 
ler and Sir Charles Warren. 

London, April 17— All the ofllcial de- 
spatches referring (o the defeat sustain- 
ed by the British troops under Gen. Bul- 
ler at Spion Kop, Xatal, on January 34, 
1900, was given out this morning. The 
controversy between Gen. Buller and 
'Gen. Sir Charles Warren is proved to 
have been even more bitter than pre- 
viously hinted at, "while a new extract 
from one of Lord Roherts' despatches 
brings additional censure on Gen. Buller. 

Lord Roberts declares that Gen. Boi- 
ler's endeavor to put, the responsibility 
fof the defeat on (Jen. 'Warren was not 
justiciable. Roberts holds that it was 
iBuller's duty to intervene when he saw 
that things were going wrong. 

This remark was caused by a despatch 
from Buller in which lie says: "1 saw 
no attempt on the part of Warren to 
either grapple with the situation or com- 
mand his force himself. We lost our 
chance by Warren's slowness. He seems 
to me to be a man who can do well 
what ho can do himself, but who cannot 
command. I can never employ him 
again in an independent command. I 
ought to have assumed command my- 
self when I saw tilings wore not going 
well. I blame myself now for not doing 
so." 

Buller explains that he failed to super- 
cede Warren because? it might have dis- 
credited the latter with the troops, which 
was an especially serious matter, as if 
Buller had been shot Warren would have 
succeeded to the command. 



CANADIAN C ATT LB. 

British Butchers Want Restrictions 
Against Imports Removed. 

London, April 17.— A meeting of the 
Butchers' association here tonight, at 
which representatives of the entire meat 
retail trade of London were present, un- 
animously petitioned parliament to re 
move the existing restrictions on the im- 
portation of cattle from Canada and Ar- 
gentine. The meeting asserted that the 
action they asked was imperative in or 
dor to prevent a meat famine during the 
coronation of the King. 

Reasons similar to those adopted to- 
night will be presented at a meeting of 
representatives of the meat trade from 
120 cities of the United Kingdom, which 
will be held at Manchester on April 2.'! 

In reply to a question in the House 
of 'Commons this evening. K. W. Han 
bury, president of the Board of Agricul- 
ture, said the government had no reason 
to apprehend a serious meat shortage, 
and that it could not entertain a pro 
posal to remove the restriction on cattle 
imported from Canada. 



RUSSIAX CONSPIRACIES. 

Assassination of Srpiaguino Part of 
Deep Plofc 

_ Loudon, April 17.— Telegraphing from 
St. [Petersburg, the correspondent of tin 
Times says that the assassination of M. 
iSipiaguino is considered to have beeu 
the rffA.lt of a well organized conspir- 
acy and that anxiety prevails to know 
whether other victims are marked for 
removal. While the severity of the gov- 
ernment lias put an enci to the student 
disorders, those among the workingmen 
seem to increase, especially in the prov- 
inces. Serious riots are reported from 
the southern manufacturing district 
but details are difficult to gather. 

The police have seized manifestoes 
calling for a general strike to begin May 
d ay. 

According to a despatch to the Daily 
2>Inil from St. Petersburg, a bomb fac 
tory, supported by anarchists, has been 
discovered at Jur Jeff, in the govern- 
incut of Livonia.

OF THE INDIANS 



Eastern Museums Buy Largely 
of Objects Collected In 
This City. 



No mail is ti hold in the eyes of his 
vnlet, anil close acquaiutauce with the 
niirci-'oiieniU'd siwnsh- renders him nnd 
till thereunto pertaining wore or loss ol 
;i nuisance to the utilitarian white wan. 
Hence it arises that locally little atten- 
tion is paid to the folk-lore and legends 
of the aborigines, anil still less to the 
antiquities and remains of this ancient 
race. The provincial museum contains 
some specimens of the handiwork of the 
redllian, but year after year tinils more 
and more of these already scarce » arti- 
cles sent out of the province to enrich 
the collections in the vast store houses 
•of knowledge in the world's centres of 
learning. To the British museum, the 
Metropolitan museum, New York, and 
the Field Columbian museum, Chicago, 
arc annually sent as durios, in many 
cases unique, specimens of the rude craft 
of the forefathers of the present tribes 
of Indians. That the finals are not 
forthcoming to purchase and retain hi 
the provincial collection those rarities is 
to be regretted, as t!Te time will come 
when no amount of money will be nble 
to supply what should be a leading fea- 
ture of the local museum. 

Among the recent purchases for the 
Chicago museum are sonic "coppers." 
which Mr, Laiidslierg, the Johnson 
street curio dealer, secured along with 
a number of other articles of the same 
category, and which were included in a 
shipment from the northern coast re- 
cently received by hiin. The "coppers" 
are of two kinds, thelold original ones 
and those of recent manufacture, made 
for trading pfurpos«s. The old "coppers" 
were the outward and visible sign of 
the wealth of the tribe, and were pro- 
duced by the chief at great council meet- 
ings to prove that his particular tribe 
was the wealthiest. These "coppers" 
are made somewhat in the shape of a 
breast-plate, and are about an eighth 
of an inch thick, being made from native 
copper. According to the agent send- 
ing these particular "coppers," their 
length denoted various values; for in- 
stance, a copper that reached from 
hand to neck represented 10 slaves, while 
one reaching only to shoulder was the 
equivalent of S slaves, and 5 slaves 
were to be bought by a copper which 
■reached but to the elbow, One of these 
coppers now in Mr. Lnndsberg's ■collec- 
tion was the property of the well known 
Alaska chief Skow-ell, and is of un- 
doubted antiquity. 

Other objects which nre now the sub- 
ject of negotiations with the same mu- 
seum are implements used by 
the Indians in the death dance. 
Formerly these dances meant 
what the name implies, and a human 
victim was always provided from among 
the slaves of thV tribe. One of the ob- 
jects sought by the museum is the ugly- 
looking lance, which, mounted at the 
end of a carved staff, was used to stab 
the victim. Of course this lance is now 
out of date, the laws of the white man 
having put it out of business; but the 
Indians still have their death dance, and 
the ingenuity which they have display- 
ed in providing implements which would 
enable them to retain all the features 
of the old dance with startling realism 
is worthy of notice. A lance has boon 
provided equally formidable-looking as 
was the old one, but with n hollow down 
the centre into which the lance head 

~*"\vns drawn nt the moment the iron was 
supposed to be plunged into the body of 
the human sacrifice. It is said that in 
olden times the victim used to he eaten, 
which was a method of disposing of the 
•body nt once compendious and gratify- 
ing. However. Ill these latter days oth- 
er methods had to be' thought our in or- 
der to circumvent the same difficulty, 
but without doing violence to the im- 
aginations of those witnessing the kill- 
ing. A large wooden box with n hing- 
ed back (a In I was there- 
fore provided, into which the body of 
the supposedly immolated was put, and 
•his box being placed with its back con- 
veniently* adjacent to a suspended .blan- 
ket or other similar "ickta," enabled the 
'"body" to escape unseen. This box was, 
after the dance, with ceremony carried 
out and deposited on the summit of the 

- totem pole of the chief of the village. 
These three objects, the two lances anil 
the carved box, are shortly to be for- 
warded to Chicago by Mr. Landsberg, 
who has n standing order from these in- 
stitutions to keep them informed as to 
all such curios as these which may come 
his way. 

Among the a hove collection are hun- 
dreds of equally interesting objects, and 
to those who take an interest in this par- 
ticular branch of archaeology will be 
well repaid by a visit to Mr. Lands- 
bcrg's museum on Johnson street.

P. Morgan Esq. Louisville & Nashville 
stock i-llled strongly to .'K'-i over last night, 
after the statement appeared.

The reduction of 
the Amalgamated Copper dividend, which 
has been looked forward to with such ap- 
prehension for a long time, was totally Ig- 
nored and that stock In Itself was run up 
after the announcement of the dividend to 
noarlv a point above lust night, after hav- 
ing fallen 1%. The stock closed with a 
fractional not loss. United States Steel 
stocks were moved up a point after a long 
dormant period. Evidence of recuperation 
In the local money market were a conserv- 
ing Influence on the speculation.

THE TREADGQL/D CONOESSIOXS. 

'We learn from Ottawa that the ob- 
jectionable features of the Treadgold 
concession have been withdrawn. From 
Dawson we learn through a long and in- 
dignant memorial, extensively signed, 
that, iu the opinion of the miners and 
mining companies of Dawson, the objec- 
tionable feature about the Treadgold 
concession is the concession itself. We 
know, of course, that a Liberal govern- 
ment never gives away the rights of the 
people to private corporations. It is only 
the wicked Conservatives who ever do 
that. But it appears that the Domin- 
ion government has given away to Mr. 
Treadgold and bis associates every inch 
of unlocatcd and abandoned . placer 
ground in the gold-producing area of the 
Klondike. And what are the miners of 
the Klondike to receive in return? The 
Treadgold syndicate is to be privileged 
to sell them water at a higher rate than 
it is now costing, and with a pressure at 
an effective head of not less than 300 
feet, something provided already by 
those who have received no concessions 
or privileges whatever. We do not know 
who .Mr. Treadgold is, but we do know 
who and what Mr. Sifton is. This con- 
cession out-Siftons Sifton, and when we 
say that, what more is there to be said? 
Carried out, it will result in a monopoly 
of the medium grade ground in which 
the gold lies, obtained in consi Jeration 
of also acquiring a jmmopoly of tin' 
water with which to work it. The 
Treadgold concession is a complete il- 
lustration of the Western slang expres- 
sion, the "double cross." It hits the 
community both ways, and gives a lien 
upon productive resources which add 
$20,000,000 annually to the wealth of 
Canada, to a private corporation. It is 
gigantic in its conception and gorgeous- 
ly one-sided in its' minutest detail. It is 
a deal of a kind calculated to make the 
most successful "boodler" in North Am- 
erica burst with envy. A government 
giving a. concession of this character 
should not be spoken of as granting it, 
but as perpetrating it. Canada is un- 
likely to ever have another Klondike; 
she is -certain to never have another Sif- 
ton. The resources of .both are incal- 
culable. With Sifton in the West and 
Tarte in Quebec, Canada is having nu 
educative experience of the immaculate 
character of Liberal administration. 



ing to happen next? The European 
powers might unite to support the integ- 
rity of China and to Testore, or keep iu 
power, the present dynasty. But this 
would lead to a European control similar 
to that proposed to be exercised by Great 
Britain and France ill Egypt. We all 
know what the result of that 
would have heen if France had 
not taken backwater, and hus 
put herself out of court. If the 
dual control of Egypt nearly led to a 
European war, what would an attempted 
concert of all the powers in 'China lend 
to? Vet it is equally true that no o'.vs 
power could come to the assistance of 
the present dynasty in China. Such a 
step would raise jealousies not to be laid 
except iu blood. So that unless the pres- 
ent rulers of China are able to suppress 
the revolt themselves, it is not likely lo 
be suppressed without a European war 
resulting. Are they able to suppress it? 
They may be able to put down one par- 
ticular uprising, or even two particular 
Uprisings, or even three, but can they 
permanently crush out the spirit of re- 
volt which is steadily making lor the 
dismemberment of the Chinese Empire, 
or for its reorganization after a revo ..■ 
don? France taught the world that a 
country might bo deluged in the Wood of 
revolution, and, instead of being ex- 
hausted, emergt from the bath u much 
stronger world power than it was before. 
I' is quite possible that if China goes 
through an internal revolution, she might 
come out of it as the aggressive apostle 
of a policy of "China for the Chinaman," 
and neither for the Russian, the German, 
nor the Briton. Not. only that, but the 
revolutionary and reactionary forces in 
their anxiety to conquer one another, 
would look less askance upon modern 
inventions which might assist them to 
do so, and would he ready, by the titae 
their domestic troubles were over, .to 
face the world armed with quick-firing 
guns and modern rifles. The effect up- 
on Russian policy in the Far East would 
be startling and conclusive. It would 
either mean a war in which both nations 
would be exhausted without material 
gain, and of which the Western indus- 
trial nations would supply the munitions, 
or it would mean a prompt withdrawal 
of the Russian Empire before the arous- 
ed Mongolian; These, of course, are all 
speculations, made, it must be confessed, 
in dense ignorance of the motives and 
purposes of the impenetrable Chinaman; 
but whatever is going to happen, and 
whatever the outcome of the present re- 
bellion, there is no doubt but that the 
events at present transpiring in China 
are pregnant with fate, not merely to 
the Orient, but to the world, and par- 
ticularly to that portion of the American 
continent which borders upon the Paci- 
fic ocean. Before the curtain falls upon 
settled conditions in the Far East, one 
of the greatest dramas ever presented 
on the world stage will have been played, 
a drama of which we in British Colum- 
bia may be much more than interested 
spectators. We are likely to have an 
important stake on its ultimate denoue- 
ment.

THE FAR EAST. 



The great Powers have for some time 
past looked upon China as an estate to be 
cut and carved at their Imperial pleas- 
ure. The Chinese themselves have an 
entirely different idea. No sooner wns 
the Boxer movement subdued, and a se- 
vere lesson read on file duties of hospi- 
tality towards the great gospel, gin and 
gunpowder mission of modern civiliza- 
tion, than up starts another rebellion of 
even more alarming proportions than the 
Boxer movement. At the present time 
the whole of Southern China is seeth- 
ing with revolt, revolt against which the 
Imperial troops seem quite unable to 
make any headway towards suppression. 
If we suppose that the Manchu dynasty 
is unable to stem this revolt, what is go-

The Legislature was treated yesterday 
to another dissertation by the third 
member for Victoria on iMr. .Martin's 
bill to prevent aliens from voting in 
municipal elections. The Bill was ac- 
cepted by a large majority of the mem- 
bers of the iHouse; not one member who 
opposed it, ventured to attack the prin- 
ciple of the Hill itself, however, they 
may have felt on it. In addition, the 
Bill does nothing but bring municipal 
elections in Vancouver into harmony 
with municipal elections elsewhere in the 
p;r vinee. Yet Mr. McPhillips said that 
he had heard, and by repeating it, be 
evidently wished to spread the state- 
ment, even if he were somewhat guard- 
ed in endorsing it, that the Bill had 
been intioduced by Mr. Martin for the 
purpose of wreaking some private ven- 
geance ou tome individual in Vancouver. 
It appears t • us that Mr. McPhillips, 
and, for that matter, the other mem 
hers of in ; opposition, are borrowing 
the methods ut political warfare adopted 
by Mr. Curtis. Mr. iMcPhillips knows 
that Mr. Martin, as well as others, usual- 
ly leaves th- chi.mber as soon as he 
begins to talk, and his conduct is cer- 
tainly susceptible of the interpretation 
that he wished to give this insinuation 
currency wiii.rir actually fathering it 
and becon.ing responsible for it. Mr. 
Martin has only one way or meeting 
such charges against himself. Jt is a 
had way, an indecorous way, and it 
Ldioeks -the maidenly propriety of ping- 
pong legislators like Mr. McPhillips, but 
it is Mr. .Martin's way. He brushes 
away the veil of parliamentary decorum 
in which the objectionable statement is 
wrapped, and resents it with the fluency 
ut n fishwife and the vocabulary of a 
Texan mule driver. It must be admitted 
it is a monstrously effective way. It 
"fleets the enormity of the previous 
statement in its blunt characterization 
by himself. .But if every member of 
the House adopted it, il would have a 
peculiar effect upon the gravity of oui 
legislative deliberations, at least for a 
whil". After a little time members 
might become a little more careful as to 
their parliamentary methods. The rules 
of parliamentary procedure were largely 
evolved by the pistol and the sword. 
There is no question at all but that the 
methods of attack indulged in by Messrs. 
Curtis, McPhillips and MeBride would, 
a century ago. have led to pistols for 
two and coffee for three, the next morn- 
ing. If we have now merely the rules 
of debate without the spirit of fair deal- 
ing which gave rise to them, some 
method will have to be devised to bring 
members within such limits of courtesy 
as are apparently not suggested by their 
own gentlemanly instincts. We do not 
recommend Mr. .Martin's way however. 

We nre persistently told that the trade 
and commerce of Great Britain are de- 
caying and that she is rapidly ceasing to 
hold her paramount position.

OA N A 1)1 A N NO Kill B UN. 

Sir,— It appears to me very strange in- 
deed why some of the newspapers of Van- 
couver arc so opposed to the .Mackenzie & 
.Mann contract, and especially so to the 
land grant. 1 have pointed out In former 
letters to the public press what, practically 
the land grant will amount lo hi that 
northern country, where the long and se- 
vere winters, and narrow valleys through 
the mountains, are drawbacks to any very 
extensive agricultural settlement. The 
formation of the country will force the 
greater portion— at least nine-tenths of 
the land grant—to 'he located on the moun- 
tains where the land Is rocky, barren and 
waterless, except proon'bly for minerals, 
hut as all minerals are reserved by the gov- 
ernment they would not add to the value 
of the land grant to tlifc contractors. 

With persistent and unsubstantial asser- 
tions It Is stated In Vancouver newspapers 
that the land grant Is enormous, but if 
the truth Is what Is wanted those asser- 
tions are very Incorrect and misleading In- 
deed. This Is very much to he regretted, 
and will be most detrimental to the Inter- 
ests of Vancouver, for It was on the ex- 
press understanding of the subsidies pro- 
posed In the contract being granted, that 
the Canadian Northern railway would 
adopt a much more southerly location than 
they, proposed originally for their railway, 
and thus reader connection with it feasible, 
within a measurable time, by the exten- 
sion northerly of the Vancouver, New 
Westminster, Northern & Yukon railway. 
Should those subsidies not be granted there 
will, In the first place, probably be much 
delay In the commencement of the work 
of construction of the 0. N. It. iu British 
Columbia, and what will be of vital Im- 
portance to Vancouver, for it will be most 
damaging to It, will be that the C. N. It. 
will seek a much more northerly route by 
the line River Pass Instead of by the Yob 
lowhead Pass, and thus the O. N. It. will 
establllsh their great terminus on the Pa- 
cific coast far to the north of Itutte Inlet, 
and Incalculable trade will slip away from 
Vancouver by the establishment of a great 
northern coast city that will take away 
from Vancouver the whole of the trade of 
the north and a large portion of the Orien- 
tal trade, anil render It very .problematical 
Indeed If capital can be obtained to embark 
In the construction of a northerly extension 
of the Vancouver, New Westminster. North- 
ern & Yukon railway from Vancouver, for 
the necessary mileage then required to ho 
built will he so great that. It would he Im- 
possible to raise the money for years to 
conic to build It. Now there is a good and 
substantial chance to get the C. N. H. and 
the V.. N. w. X. & Y. railways built, and 
It will be most discreditable to those who 
oppose measures that will Insure the con- 
struction of these most important railways 
nnd sacrifice the interests of the country 
'by despicable and disgraceful political 
wrangling. 

I have for years past taken the greatest 
Interest In seeing Vancouver prosper, and 
do so still. When the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way was first undertaken In 1871, I recom- 
mended the Dominion government to make 
Its western terminus at Vancouver, and 
when the government, after! receiving un- 
reports, etc., of the result of the surveys 
I made in 1871. easterly from Shushwnp 
Lake, abandoned that line and adopted the 
line via the Yellowhead Pass, which the 
government ordered me to survey. I still 
advocated the route to Vancouver, and did 
all I posslby could to get the railway 
built on the line originally proposed by me, 
and as that opportunity offered when the 
Canadian Pacific syndicate took over the 
railway from the government, I immedi- 
ately availed myself of that most fortunate 
circumstance for the welfare of British 
Columbia to Induce the syndicate to build 
the railway. I trust that it will be seen 
that whilst I am a strong advocate of the 
Mackenzie A: Maim contract. I am also look- 
ing out for what will very substantially 
benefit Vancouver, and generally develop 
nnd forward the Interests of the province.

COLONIES AND BRITAIN. 

Sir,- Allow me to congratulate you ou 
your leader of this morning. "The Imper- 
ial Budget." Whilst little. If anything, can 
be added to your statement of the case In 
favor of a preferential rate on Canadian- 
grown wheat. I would venture the sugges- 
tion that possibly some benefit might ob- 
tain by Britishers in Victoria sending a 
copy of your forcible article for publica- 
tion In the press of the towns from where 
they come, for I take It. there can be no 
better way of educating British public 
opinion than keeping constantly before 
them the thoughts of their own people 
across the seas, a.s mirrored In the colonial 
public journals. An an Englishman with 
keen British sympathies, I view with the 
greatest regret the proposed action of Ills 
Majesty's government, Inasmuch as It irlvcs 
those with nntl-lirltis.h feelings some ex- 
cuse to say that our connection with the 
old country Is not to our material advant- 
age, anil In fact It does appear as though 
the sacrifices which Canada has made In 
defence of the Empire have been In vain. 
One feels tempted to write very strongly 
In the matter, but I will conclude with tlx 
hope that your able pen will continue tin 
work of Education for the British who II vt 
In Great (or more correctly, smaller) Brit 
ain.

Fish Traps 



Salmon Canners Confer With 
G jvernment on This Im- 
portant Question. 



Suggestion That the Foreshore 
Rights Be Sold By Pub- 
lic Auction. 



A deputation representing the salmon 
canning industry waited on the gov- 
ernment yesterday for the purpose of 
presenting their views on trap fishing 
and foreshore concessions. The deputa- 
tion, which was introduced by Mr. 
Thomas Kidd, Xi. 1'. 1'. for Richmond, 
included the following gentlemen; 
Messrs. Bell-Irvilig, .Mel'hersou, Evans, 
Wilson, McKae and Ilurdis, Vancouver; 
A. Ewan, New Westminster, and K. J. 
ker, Victoria. 

The deputation held a lengthy confer- 
ence with members of the government, 
and the whole question of foreshore 
leases and traps was very fully dis- 
cussed. The canners urged upon the 
government the advisability of adopt- 
ing an equitable policy in granting fore- 
shore rights and guarding against these 
valuable concessions falling into the 
hands of speculators or irresponsible 
parties. It was suggested that the fair- 
est way to dispose of foreshore leases 
wxjuld bo to put them up at public auc- 
tion, which would give all canners an 
equal chalice to secure them. As it is 
still uncertain whether the Dominion 
government -will consent to the use of 
traps, and the jurisdiction of the prov- 
ince is unsettled, it was argued to he 
inadvisable to grant any foreshore rights 
in the meantime. 

The government assured the delegates 
that they were most anxious to do jus- 
tice to all concerned and were giving 
the matter their earnest consideration. 
They hoped to be able to make a de- 
finite announcement during the early 
part of next week.

Sir Charles Cameron, Bart., of Bal- 
chitha, Greenock, has returned from his 
melancholy pilgrimage to Esqulmalt, 
says the London 'Daily Mail of April 2. 
IK' was father-in-law of Commander 
Clifton Sclater, of the unfortunate Con- 
dor, and had gone thither to seek per- 
sonally for news of, the missing vessel. 

He had one other task when hope was 
abandoned — that of bringing home his 
daughter. Mrs. Clifton Sclater, she being 
at the time resident at Esquimalt. 

They reached Liverpool on Thursday 
afternoon by the Saxonia. and journeyed 
to Windsor, where Sir Charles was-inter- 
vierwed on Saturday. 

Sir Charles had no doubt that the Con- 
dor encountered the full force of the 
Storm of December .'!. and went down 
within a distance of fifty or a hundred 
miles of land. 

She had a low freeboard anil a well at 
the waist, and it was probable that shd 
shipped a heavy sea which had no means 
of escape from the well, and which pro- 
balily extinguished her furnaces. 

"Now, the Condor rolled tremendous- 
ly," In his letters to his wife, said Sir 
Charles,. "Commander Sclater constant- 
ly referred, to her rolling as an excuse 
for his inability to write more frequent- 
ly, or as the reason for the substitution 
of pencii for pen and ink. 

"Iteferriiui to one occasion when lie 
took her round Cape Horn on her way 
to Esquimalt, he speaks of her 'rolling 
over 20 dog..' and 6n another of the 'im- 
possibility of sleep,' owing to the later- 
al level of the boat altering every few 
seconds some 35 dog., and he mentions 
that this was a constant cause of com- 
plaint among the officers, despite the care 
he took in apportioning the weight as the 
fuel became consumed so as to keep the 
ship on an even keel. 

"The Condor was somewhat short of 
her true complement of men. which. I 
believe, is frequently the case on war- 
ships, owing to the scarcity of sailors. 
It may have a very serious effect in the 
handling of a vessel on long voyages. 

"In one of his letters home, Com- 
mander Sclater mentions that at Monte 
Video he met some other ships, and he 
writes: 'For drilling against other ships 
I find I am much undermanned. The 
other two sloops here have about .'HI men 
more than I have, but. I have yards on 
the fore and main mast, and they on tin' 

Ion I.V. When they have 1-1 U'.en to 

furl a sail I can only afford N nnd (! when 
they have 12. And they have a few over 
in stow the tore and aft sails, which I 
have to leave till afterwards.' 

"Then, it seems to me," continued Sir 
Charles Cameron, "that the Condor was 
under-oftleered. She left England in 
charge of the commander and three lieu- 
tenants. Shortly after they sailed one 
of the lieutenants became ill, and ulti- 
mately unlit lor duty, so that he had to 
In' sent home. This left three men to 
do four men's work. 

"Having to visit a Colombian port for 
the protection of some British interests 
threatened, yellow fever made its ap- 
pearance, and they were obliged to put 
into Panama to laud the navigating lieu- 
tenant and one of the crew. This oc- 
curred about the middle of March, and 
l he ship had to be brought from Panama 
to Esquimalt under the sole charge of 
Die commander and his first lieutenant. 

"To make matters worse, during the 
last fortnight of the voyage the first 
iieutennut was so crippled by exposure 
anil overwork that it was with the great- 
est difficulty that he could get about his 
duty, and he certainly would have been 
compelled to lie up had there been any 
possibility of navigating the ship with- 
out him at the time."

Resources. 



The Wolverhampton exhibition this 
year will afford Canada one of the finest 
opportunities yet available for advertis- 
ing her resources before, the British 
public. The fact that tlus is coronation 
year will attract many visitors to the 
Old Country, and no doubt this will 
help bo swell the 'multitudes that w<il 
attend the Wolverhampton Show. Brit- 
ish [Columbia will he well represented in 
minerals, as the exhibit now at the 
World's Exchange in London will Ibe 
sent to Wolverhampton. 

The Iron and Coal Trades Review .ias 
the following to say about the approach- 
ing exhibition: 

It it; only a year ago since the sugges- 
tion was tirst made of holding an exhibi- 
tion iti Wolverhampton this coming 
summer. The undertaking, however, 
immediately met with the most hearty 
and widespread support from all classes. 
The corporation of Wolverhampton, and 
other important municipalities, lent the 
project their powerful aid, and every- 
thing now points to the exhibition being 
the most important held in England 
since the great Jubilee exhibition of 
Manchester in 1SST. 

By the stranger, Wolverhampton is 
usually considered a typical Black Coun- 
try town, but this view is not likely to 
Jind much favor amongst the residents, 
who point with some pride to the his- 
torical associations and antiquarian in- 
terest of their city.

The exist- 
ence of the town and neighborhood 6ceins, 
for a hmg period, only to lie traced by 
the traditions and the record of the 
battles fought in its vicinity between 
Saxon and Dane. Tetten'hall (Theoten- 
halle), WednesQeld (Wodeusfelde), Wil- 
lenhall (Winehnla), ami Wednesbury 
('Wodensbury i, each indicates the site of 
.some encounter. 

The Domesday Bool; throws more light 
upon the town. In the iPipe Bolls of 
the 27th of Henry II. (1180-81), it is 
averred that the men of "Wulfronhamp- 
ton," having ,been amerced for holding a 
market without license, denied having 
held one, and paid nothing; nor was 
the demand rendered against them in 
the next year's Roll. There is a record 
of a .Sunday market being held in 1120-1, 
in the reign of King John; and in the 
year 12T>S Henry III. granted to the 
Dean of Wolverhampton a charter for a 
weekly 'market to Iiq held in the town 
on (ivory Wednesday, and also for an 
annual fair. King Edward III. con- 
firmed these privileges, and gave the 
Dean a Court Beet and a Copyhold 
Court, to be called the Deanery Court 
of Wolverhampton. The Deanery of 
Wolverhampton was attached to that of 
Windsor 'by Edward IV., and .so con- 
tinued to the dissolution of the iCollegiate 
Establishment in 1846. 

Presumably ravaged iby the "Black 
Death," which destroyed one-half of 
the three or four millions of the popula- 
tion of 'England in 1348-51, certainly 
afflicted with the plague in 1570, partly 
destroyed by a five days' lire in 15!»0, 
and doubtless greatly affected by the 
Reformation, there is every reason to 
assume that in the sixteenth century 
Wolverhampton experienced n rather 
severe season of decadence, probably 
contemporaneous with the decline of tn'e 
wool trade, formerly such an important 
'branch of the commerce of the town. 
During the civil wars the town, in 1(142, 
was occupied by the parliamentary 
forces, but from the Restoration till the 
pres,. n t century there is little to relate. 

In 1750 the town is well depicted in a 
■map of the period. The streets were 
few, nnd the houses they contained are 
tabulated, giving'an aggregate of 1.440. 
The inholbftiints are slated to .be 7,4r>4. 



The houses were near together, the bulk 
of them being within 400 yards Oi the 
mnnket place. In 1821 the population 
was 18,380, and in 1001 the return was 

J Recently Wolverhampton has come 
into some prominence in municipal en- 
gineering by the adoption of a surface 
contact system "of electric tram traction, 
the results of which tiro being closely 
iwatehed Iby traction experts. A (large 
central electric light station .was erected 
in 1805, on which the capital expendi- 
ture has been some £02,000. 

The exhibition committee have ibeen 
fortunate in securing a site adjoining 
the West Fark— of which about one- 
third will.be used for entertainment pur- 
poses—which is not only most central, 
(hut within easy distance of the railway 
stations from 'which the visitors will be 
conveyed with ease and rapidity by elec- 
tric cars to the entrance gates. Since 
the .movement: was inaugurated, the 
various committees have been 'haVd at 
work in completing their arrangements, 
and the two main structures— the indus- 
trial and 'machinery halls— are now 
nearly ready. The structure nearest 
the centre of the town is the industrial 
hall, which 'has been erected by Mr. 
Lindsay Jones, who has kept his men 
going under weather conditions which, 
in regnrd to ordinary building opera- 
tions, would have resulted in many days' 
play of late. The building '-overs an 
area of 04,000 snunro feet, ami has 
Ibeen built of timber, covered with 
fibrous plaster. Much of this has been 
It fused. The immense horseshoe door- 
ways have received their covering, the 
plaster .balustrade on the top ol the 
facade is in its place, and in a short 
time the 'building will be as gracefully 
attractive as that of some of the princi- 
pal pavilions erected for the Glasgow 
exhibition. The galvanized roof is al- 
most finished, and painters have 'been 
•it work for some time in giving portions 
of the exterior woodwork a handsome 
appearance. 

In the fine art section the committee 
have decided not to house a valuable 
art collection in a temporary building, 
•but to utilize the corporation art sal- 
lery. A sum of £3,000 has .been voted 
to enable, the interior or the gallery to 
ibe put into proper condition, and to 
cover the cost of a loan collection of pic- 
tures. (Lastly, there is the "Temple of 
Music," .in the park, which will be 1(54 
feet long Iby 74 feet wide. It will have 
a raised floor, and accommodation is 
nrovided for an organ. Within its walls 
1,(100 people can be seated.

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stock could hardly Jie given away. This 
fcVute of things was dm- hlgely to over- 
production, the indiscriminate breeding 
•of unsuitable animals, and the substi- 
tution of electric for horse-power on 
•street cars. The result was that the 
'majority of farmers had given up the 
tbrocding of horses, and many of those 
'who continued in the business became 
careless in regard to the sort of sires 
;they used. The importation of high- 
'class stallions almost ceased, and the 
trade became generally demoralized. 
II luring the past two or three years busi- 
ness has been gradually reviving. The 
scarcity of good horses, due to the 
cessation in breeding, caused a rise in 
prices, and the requirements of the 
'army in South Africa increased the tle- 
Imnnd. While this increased demand 
has affected all classes of horses to 4( 
certain extent, there are some classes 
'that are much more profitable than 
others for breeders to raise. The first 
(question for the breeder to decide is 
;wha't sort of horse will bring him in the 
'best returns. Success in the breeding, 
of live stock must be measured by the 
'actual value of the products nnd the 
Iprofits that may be derived therefrom. 
■ The draft horse is undoubtedly the 
'most profitable sort 'that the farmer 
can breed. Good heavy horses, weigh- 
ing from I, olid upwards, and of good 
'quality, are likely to meet with ready 
sale for some time to come. Hy breed- 
good nmre to a heavy 'Clydesdale 



The press of the Orient seems to re- 
gard 'the situation in South China, where 
the rebellion is assuming such large pro- 
jiortions, as most .serious. The Japan 
Times, which among other papers was 
received in the files by the Riojun Mliru 
from Yokohama, says under the caption 
of "serious outlook in China," that the 
telegrams from Kiwang-si show that u 
disturbance resembling the 'Boxer out- 
break of it wo years ago, is now goi ig 
on ithere, and the Japanese paper al- 
leges that the trouble is Ibeing fomented 
by the 'French, that it may give Russia 
and that country the pretext for putting 
in .practice the joint announcement made 
.by 'them when their recent treaty was 
announced, and serious complications 
may he looked for in consequence. The 
Chinese government is using every effort 
to put down the rebellion, hut the ef- 
forts have been unavailing and many of 
the trained soldiers sent against the 
rebels have deserted to them. According 
to a story from another source, the re- 
bellion was fomented through the Gover- 
nor of Kwnng-si, who was won over to 
the French cause by secret envoys from 
French China. This story is borne out 
in a despatch to the Tokio Asatoi from 
Pekin, that the Chinese government has 
ibeen advised by the governor of the 
spread of the rebellion, and demanding 
the issuance of an order fo the Viceroy 
of 'LinugVIvwang province to despatch 
It roups against the retools. The governor 
has also asked the Pekin government. to 
relieve 'Mm from office, acknowledging 
thi"t he was responsible for the outbreak 
of the rebellion. The Pekin 'authori- 
ties 'have, without accepting the resigna- 
tion, ordered him to endeavor to crush 
the insurrection. Meanwhile orders have 
been sent to Tao Mali! viceroy of Lining 
Kwang, to despatcli troops to his bor- 
ders to stop the spread of the rebellion, 
and to reinforce the government soldiers 
(it Kwanjf-si. 

There was a sanguinary battle between 
■the rebels and the government forces 
under General Ma Y'uh Kwan on March 
IS, and although the Imperial officer re- 
ports that .his forces killed about a thou- 
sand of the rebels, with the loss of SO 
of his own men, the rebels continued to 
advance. The battle took place in a 
valley and the Imperial troops surprised 
the rebels, who advanced right up to 
the masked batteries of 'the government 
forces, 'which opened tire on .them at close 
quarters as they marched in solid for- 
mation, carrying their banners, the ma- 
jority of which bear miottoes saying, 
"Bob the rich— succor the poor." The 
first discharge of the government artil- 
lery caused u heavy loss of life, but 
the" rebels were not disheartened, for 
tihey charged the batteries and captured 
and destroyed the field gunsoof the gov- 
ernment forces. The Imperial troops 
lied, leaving SO dead, after five hours of 
hard lighting at close quarters. The 
rebels have robbed in a wholesale mi: 
ner along their line of march, despoiling 
the people, rich and poor, of money, 
grain, rat tile, everything that could be 
carried away. They .have killed a muii-

He re- 
quested leave to take a very small lock 
of the little child's hair, and got from 
Annie, "by way of mouth," snatches of 
songs which she hail got from her sis- 
ters letters. Unfortunately, a few 
months afterwards Motherwell died, 
and these have been lost. 

One of Annie's daughters was, its 
everybody said, the perfect image of 
Highland Mary. I got her portrait, 
but she was then an elderly lady. I 
made further enquiries, particularly 
from the surviving husband of the 
other niece in Scotland, as to what 
Highland Mary looked like, and find 
that, in the estimation of all her rela- 
tives.^Mrs. Robertson's daughter was 
in her turn file perfect resemblance of 
the mother, and, then-fore, the fair 
representation of Highland .Mary.

The 
active, upstanding Clydesdale type, such 
as is found in the Highlands of Scot- 
land, is. in my opinion, the most suit- 
in hie horse for the general farmer to 
raise. These horses- are tractable and 
easily broken, and while awaiting sain 
lean be readily used for any sort of 
farm work, thus paying .for their keep, 
which the fancy horses rarely do. 
' Carriage and saddle horses of the 
best type will always well for goo;' 
prices, both in the United States and 
)Great (Britain. We often hear of the 
'high prices paid for a carriage team or 
a hunter, but of course the farmer does 
liol get prices like these. They are 
only got after weeks and perhaps 
months of training and lilting in the 
hands of denlers. The farmer veldom 
bus the time and the necessary \*j<v\- 
clge of training and "fixing up" to pro- 
duce the finished aiticle. Still the 
dealer, as a rule, pays the breeder a 
fair price, nnd so long as lie does it. it 
will pay Io raise such horses. The 
best carriage horses are sired by thor- 
oughbred hackney and" occasionally by 
roach and stiilidurd-bred stallions. ' The 
thoroughbred produces 'I he best style of 
carriage horses, when the marcs have 
sufficient size and good quality. 

Military horses have la'tcly been very 
.much in demand, but there is some 

doubt as to the permanency of this 
market at prices which will prove profit- 
able to tiie producers. Formerly there 
.were only two classes of horses p'tir- 
Iclmsed by Great Britain for military 
purposes, viz.. those for cavalry anil 
those for artillery. Sow, however,, 
there is a third .lass for mounted in-.' 
Ifnntry. This is the lightest class of 
Ithe three, the iiiiimnls rnnging in height 
[from 1-1.1 hands to l."U hands. Cav- 
alry horses must measure from 15.1'/. 
hands to J5.(5Mi hands, and artillery 
.horses from 15.2 to l(i hands. Major 
Dent, who lias purchased mos't of the 
Canadian horses for South Africa, gives 
the following description of the neces- 
sary qualifications: "The stamp of 
horses required for artillery purposes 
js a bloeky sort of horse, with as much 
[breeding and bone as possible. The 
cavalry horse is of a lighter type, with 
good shoulders, loin and neck'. The 
'Mounted Infantry cobs are miniature 
horses. _ The best stamp I have come 
across is the French-Canadian, the only 
fault in their case being often a short- 
itiess of rein (neck). The type of horses, 
for whatever branch of the service re-' 
iqtiired. should be that of the English 
Ihuiiter, with short legs, short cannon 
bone, good shoulders, hack rib and 
loins, unit the more breeding combined 
with strength the better. What 'I think 
are most needed to produce this typo 
are good thoroughbred sires, not over 
(in hands, compact horses with plenty 
of bone and action." 

' H is highly desirable that none but 
the best class of registered stallions be 
'used. There are far foo ninny ill- 
tferior horses in the country now, am" 
if our farmers breed to grade or cheap 
pure-bred stallions, no improvement 
'will be possible. The big, sound, nct- 
5ve Clydesdale will probably give the 
■best results on heavy mares, and the 
thoroughbred on good strong ninres of 
the lighter sort. Mares with consider- 
able warm blood are most desirable for 
[breeding to a hackney or coach stal-' 
Jion. 

I (Finally if is of the greatest import-' 
lance that the foal shall he well fed, as 
the best of breeding wTli avail little if 
the young >animnl is allowed to suffer 
(for lack of proper-feed nnd care. flood 
breeding and good feeding must go' 
hnnd-in-hnnd if a success is to be made 
'of the business of horse-breeding. 1

TAX RIOTS. 

iK'WiatUg-Gi, although GUC scene of the 
most serious trouble, is not the ou'ij 
scene of rebellion in China. In Honan 
the tax riots have culminated in another 
insurrection in thi? north, the great trou- 
ble being in the districts or Ovuug-Ynng 
and Tung-po, and after a short siege Uie 
chi.rcih at ipi-ynng was captured aud 
.burnt, 15 converts being thrown on the 
flames and burned t<> death, while live 
others were murdered', and an Italian 
ipriest was .put to death. Two others 
escaped. The insurrection in Honan is 
due to the disaffection arising from the 
burden of the indemnity in consequence 
of the late Boxer outbreak. The Pekjn 
correspondent of the Japan Times said 
on March 11!), that the rebellion was 
growing serious, and it was stated at 
Pekin that the governor of the province 
was in sympathy with the rebels. He 
was known to have been in sympathy 
■with the Boxer movement. The French 
.minister < ailed at the Chinese foreign 
olliee on the 2(/t!h, and demanded full 
information regarding this rising, and 
retired after being assured that all re- 
ports 'eceived by the Chinese govern- 
ment would be forwarded to him. 
OTIiEH IIISI.N'CS. 
The unrest is also reported from other 
parts and in Chihli, Kunsu, and Jiu 
northern Mongolia there are similar ris- 
ings to those OH the disaffected in the 
soul hern and central provinces. .1. 
Tahingfu, in Chihli, while the officials 
who were escorted by a force of govern- 
ment Hoops were endeavoring to collect 
a tax imposed to pay an indemnity to 
I he lo/al Catholic mission, the United 
\ iilager's soi ii i.v, who were alllliatcd 
with t!ie Boxers in .their risings, rose 
■r-- revolt. The rebels were 'armed with 
spears and swords, and .believing them- 
selves safe from danger by reason of 
a charm, worked iby their leader, they 
attacked the government troops, who 
were armed with .modern rifles. 'The 
loss of .the rebels exceoded seven hun- 
dred, while few of the govrenment forces 
were killed. 

(According to the Pekin correspondent 
of the Tokio Asa hi. .the native Chris- 
tians are bringing trouble upon them- 
selves by reason of their arrogant bear- 
ing since the Imperial edicts urging the 
protection of the Christians from lharsb 
tteatment were issued. These edicts 
have encouraged the converts to show 
disodebienco to the .provincial authori- 
ties. The ill-feeling in several provinces 
is steadily growing, and the checking or 
this tendency seems to be impossible. 

Telegrams from .Tehol to Japanese .pa- 
pers report that the rioters in .Idhol are 
gaining strength. They have defeated 
the government troops sent '.against them, 
and General Villi Kwan has been or- 
dered to proceed Io reinforce the Im- 
perial forces. The chief or the rebels 
has gone to *he front in person, and 
encouraged by lliis presence the rebel 
depredations have become bolder daily. 
The rebellion has already given Russia 
an excuse to despatch troops to the dis- 
trict, for the iPekin correspondent of 
the Tokio Asahi savs 5(1(1 Russian' troops 
were sent from Kingchow to Jehol to 
the scene of the rebellion, and if is stated 
limit this move was made without any 
request from fihe Pekin government. 

Prince Chiug is in disfavor at .the 
'Chinese court for having advised dis- 
continuance of the 'Imperial visits to the 
tombs of the ancestors, and' the sending 
instead of a representative of less cost, 
and also the postponement or the repairs 
to .the gardens" of the palaces .for the 
purpose of curtailing the National ex- 
penditure. 

The .Tiji's correspondent 'at Pekin re- 
ports that Yuan Shih-Kai, Viceroy of 
Chihli, nnd 'Sir Ernest Sntow, British 
minister, met on March 22 to discuss 
the restoration of Tien Tsin to China, 
and. the British minister fs said to have 
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.stated that the res! oration would he 
carried out providing the forts on tllie 
banks of the Pei-ho were destroyed, and 
the Tien Tsin -walls left unrepaired and 
guarded by native police, and not by 
large forces of troops. Viceroy Yuan 
urged that 3,000 troops were necessary, 
as a garrison to administer the city, and 
Sir Ernest Sntow insisted 'that such si 
force should not be allowed within ten 
miles of Tien Tsin. The negotiations 
ended in failure in consequence. 

The iBritish treaty commissioner, Sir 
dames Mackay is endeavoring to secure 
the opening of nil ports on China's riv- 
ers which can be reached by steam 
launches.

The 
commissioners have nil agreed upon the 
regulations for the construction of rail- 
ways and opening of mines, and the 
survey work for the 'Hankow-Canton 
railway, wthich will ibe Ibuilt 'by Ameri- 
cans, 'lias been commenced. 

KOREA. 

There is trouble between Russia and 
Korea. i.M. Pavloff, the Russian min- 
ister, caused telegraph lines to be con- 
structed, and tbe Korean officials caus- 
ed them to be torn down as the lines 
were constructed without permission, 
and in face of protest. The Russia n 
minister demanded damages to the ex- 
tent of 100,000 roubles, alleging unlaw- 
ful violation of international courtesy. 

A Chinese ofiicial has arrived at Gen- 
gnn, where there are nibonl a hundred 
Chinese, for the purpose of re-openiuR 
the Chinese consulate, which was. closed 
at the time of the Japan J Ohina war, 
and lias .been desolate since. 

The Korean government thus been ad- 
vised of a rebellion at Hum-heiing, near 
Gcusau, its a result of disaffection he- 
cause of the imposition or an unreason- 
able tax. The district chief has lied and 
disquiet was growing. 

The resignation „oC 'Baron Kodama, 
'War minister of Japan, has at last been 
accepted iby the Kuiperor, and' Lieut. - 
General Baron Teruchi will ' succeed.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

0th to 15th April, Victoria Meteorological 
Office. 

The weather during this week has been 
mostly fair with occasional showers, the 
latter being more pronounced on Vancouver 
Island than on the Lower Mainland, while 
in Cariboo there was no precipitation and 
only a trace of rain about Kamloops. Dur- 
ing the 0th and morning of the 10th an 
extensive high barometer area spread up 
the coast to this province, where It caused 
a clear night and sharp frosts, particularly 
on the Lower .Mainland. This tine spell was 
followed by lower barometric pressure and 
showers. ISy the night of Friday, the 11th, 
a moderate southwest gale prevailed on 
the Straits of Fuea. duo to the passage of 
an ocean storm area across this province to 
the Territories. By the morning of Satur- 
day, the 12th, another high barometer area 
moved up the coast accompanied by frosts 
In the Pnjret Sound district and the Lower 
Mainland. Saturday, Sunday aud Monday 
were fair spring-like days, due to the prev- 
alence of high barometric pressure over 
the Pacific slope. Upon Tuesday, the 15th. 
the winds became light and variable 
throughout the western portion of the con- 
tinent and the temperature rose abnormally 
high, reaching lit! on the Lower Mainland 
and Kootenay District. 50 In Cariboo and 
over 70 In the States of Washington and 
Oregon.

How the Well Known Bark Was 
Sunk and Eleven Men 
Drowned- 



Steamer Victoria of the Northern 
Pacific Fleet Sails For 
the Orient. 

' - t 

Details were received jiere iu yester- 
day's mail of the loss of the bark Uaui- 
Jjrian Princess, a sister vessel of the 
Cambrian Hills, now eu route here with 
coal from Cardiff. The Cambrian Prin- 
cess, which was here some time ago, was 
liound from L'eru to Antwerp with a 
cargo of guano, when alio was run down 
by the Southwestern Railway com- 
pany's steamer Alma, ami sank in a few 
minutes, carrying down with her 11 of 
the crew of '2± 

The Alma bad left Southampton short- 
ly after midnight with 'M passengers and 
the mails for Havre. It was a dirty 
night; a heavy sea was running, the 
Channel was enveloped in thick haze, 
and the rain drove down ceaselessly. All 
went well, however, till about half-past 
two in the morning, when the look-out 
man on the Alma, which was then about 
nine miles off the Nab lightship, was 
.startled to see the form of a fully-ringed 
bark loom up out of the haze directly ; n 
the course of the steamer. The look-out 
man wave a warning shout, and the 
bark appeared to alter her course. It 
was too late, however, to avert a disas- 
ter, and with a terrifying crash the 
steamer tore into the doomed sailing 
ship on the starboard quarter. 

The 'bows of the Alma hit into the 
Cambrian Priucess and lifted her clean 
out of the trough of the sea. For some 
moments the two vessels were locked 
together, and then with a great rending 
of timber anil iron the bark broke away, 
and heeling over to port, disappeared 
Jjelow the surface. Tragically brief as 
was the interval between the collision 
and the sinking of the Cambrian Prin- 
cess, there was yet time 'for the crew of 
the Alma to throw lifelines on to the 
deed;: of the disabled ship, and so rescue 
eight men, including the commander, 
Capt. Roberts. 

At the moment the bark fell away 
from the grip of the steamer three men 
were in the net of clamoring aboard the 
Alma, when the mainmast of the Cam- 
brian Princess fell down and .swept 
them away just when they were almost 
within grasp of the hands stretched out 
to save them. Without a moment's loss 
of time the lifeboat was launched, and 
three more men were picked up. For 
over an hour the Alma's boat continued 
the search, but no sign of any of the 
other poor fellows was seen. 

'Meanwhile, on 'board the Alma, where 
the sleeping passengers had ben rude- 
ly awakened by the tremendous shock of 
the collision, a scene of the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed. Some of the travel- 
lers were thrown from their bunks by 
the force of the impact, and many rush- 
ed excitedly on deck in the scantiest 
attire. 

It was found that the Alma's bows 
had been stove in, and water was pour- 
ing through the breach. The watertight 
doors, however, were promptly closed. 
After standing by for a long time in the 
hope of finding the missing men, the 
steamer returned to Southampton, arriv- 
ing about 7 o'clock. 

The names of the missing members of 
the Cambrian Princess' crew are as fol- 
lows: .rones, steward; Bailey. sail- 
maker; Gordon and Rook wood, appren- 
tices; Boyes, Gidnoldt, Mosa and Tie- 
man, able seamen; Edwards, Jones and 
Messitt, ordinary seamen. 

The names of the saved are : William 
Roberts, master; John Jones, first mate; 
Thomas Jones, second mate; William R. 
Coulton, third mate; Lawrence Vickrey, 
boatswain; Victor Hellston, carpenter; 
James Jeffreys, cook; Chivers, an ap- 
prentice anil three able seamen, named 
Peterson, Sorrens and .Macgregor. 
. The Cambrian Princess was owned by 
Messrs. W. Thomas ..V- Co., Liverpool. 
She was 1.2~7> tons register, and was 
built at Southampton in 1S77. It, was 
Cap!. Roberts' first voyage as a master. 
The Alma is a twin-screw steamer of 
1,145 tons gross. She was built at Glas- 
gow in 1804.

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:li» 
;>. m. 

Rev! Dr. Campbell offered prayer. 
Mr. MePhillips presented the petition 
of T. 'B. Pemberton and others, re herd- 
ing cattle on streets of city suburbs. 

•Mr. Mclnnes presented the report of 
the Municipal committee as follows: 

That liny havo considered many pro- 
posed amendments to the Muncipal Clau- 
ses Act, they approve of those annexed, 
hereto, and recommend same to the fav- 
orable consideration of the .House. 

The amendments accompanying the 
report appear iu bill (No. 53) an act to 
amend the 'Municipal Clauses Act. 

Mr. Curtis' bill to amend the Muni- 
cipal Clauses Act was read a first time. 
NORTH VICTORIIA. 
'Mr. MePhillips moved, that an hum- 
ble address be presented to His Honor 
the iLioiiteuent-Uovernor, asking him to 
cause to lo' laid before this House a 
copy of tb« b 'Durable the Speaker's 
warrant, dirtcting the islsue of the writ 
for the vacancy in the representation 
of the North Victoria electoral district; 
the order-iu-co'uncil authorizing the is- 
sue of tin writ and the placing of th" 
giea; ten. of the province thereon; copy 
of the appointment of the returning olli- 
cer; and copies of till letters and in- 
struction's L'iven by the government, or 
any member thereof, to the Deputy 
I uvincial Secretary. 

In moving his resolution, Mr. .Uc- 
Lhi.'ips said tuo Constitution -Vet pro- 
vided ft.; .if members in the legislature, 
and in licliai.ce of the act the constitu- 
ency of .North S'ictoriu was left with- 
out reprosctnlion. The government 
could advance no reason for their ac- 
tion iu th; I'lendsos save that of political 
exigence. 'A lien the question was be- 
fore the House on a previous occasion 
hi nine j stood the Hon. the Attoru"y- 
tio'ifa' to say that an order-iu-counoi] 
was icif^ary before a writ of election 
could issue, but so far the government 
I.. j fa: as t*i< House was informed) 
had neglected to procure such order-lit- 
•sMiutii. There was also the excuse of 
the appointment of a returning ottlccr 
nun Dili affixing OT the great seal of the 
province to ihv writ. iSurely the gov- 
eruineiit nail had ample time to do all 
this. 

Mr. Speaker .pointed out that the 
whole question had been fully discussed 
and Mr. .MePhillips must now confine 
himself to his resolution. 

Continuing, Mr, MePhillips asked why 
the writ had not issued forthwith after 
Mr. Speaker had issued his warrant. 
He trusted the government would give 
the House a satisfactory explanation of 
t! e matter. 

Hon. Mr. (Prentice said the govern- 
ment were fully alive to their responsi- 
bility iu the matter, they had good rea- 
son for their action and would bring on 
tile election at the proper time. The 
people of North Victoria were 110t4u.sk- 
lt'.g for an election. 

Air. Mel'ride claimed the only reason 
t lie government had fur delaying the 
election was that they feared defeat iu 
North Victoria. He would guarantee to 
present a petition for an election from 
a majority of the electors of North 
\ ictoria if the government would prom- 
ise to bring on the election in answer 
lo such petition. 

Mr. MePhillips warned the govern- 
ment that unless the vacancy iu North 
Victoria were filled he and the opposition 
would resist the voting of the estimates, 
The resolution was adopted. 

ALIEN IVOTERS. 
Mr. .Martin moved the third reading 
of his bill to Prohibit Aliens from vot- 
ing at municipal elections. , 

Mr. Garden moved that this House, 
while uUirming the principle of allow- 
ing only British subjects the right to 
vote ai municipal elections, cannot ap- 
prove of interfering by Public Act with 
the rights given to municipalities under 
special charter. 

Mr. Garden considered the bill a 
breach of the rights of the city of Van- 
couver, which possessed 'a special char- 
ter. That was the object ion^wliich be 
had made to the bill from the first. He 
held that no public act should be affect- 
ed by a bill introduced by a private 
member. Thu matter was one which 
should be settled by an amendment to 
the Vancouver city charter. 

Mr. MePhillips supported tho resolu- 
tion, lie had heard tliut Mr. Martin 
was actuated by personal animosity 
against a United States citizen residing 
in Vancouver when lie introduced the 
bill. 

Mr Martin said there was absolutely 
no truth in the contemptible, low lived, 
dirty statements made regarding him in 
Vancouver, and he was surprised that 
Mr. MePhillips should refer to them 
without having satislied himself of their 
truth. Mr. MePhillips degraded him- 
self by repeating them, instead of de- 
fending a fellow member from such ac- 
cusations. 

■Mr. MePhillips indignantly demanded 
that Mr. Martin's words be taken down. 

Mr. 'Martin said be had a perfect right 
to use the words objected to in referring 
to accusations made against him onr- 
side the House. He had been accused 
in Vancouver of having made a bet that 
he would have the law changed. That 
was just as untrue as the other stories. 

-Mr. IHelmclten held that Mr. Martin 
should be asked to retract his words. 

Mr. Martin said he did not apply his 
•words to Mr. MePhillips, but to hie 
detractors outside of the House. 

The clerk of the House took down the 
words, but Mr. MePhillips disputed their 
correctness as the clerk took them, and 
insisted that Mr. Martin had applied 
them to him (Mr. MePhillips.) 

Mr. Martin again disclaimed having 
done so. 

Mr. 'Speaker held that the words were 
not disorderly, but they were objection- 
able, and he suggested that .Mr. 'Martin 
should apologize to Hie House. 

."Mr. Marlin declined to apologize. 

Mr. McTnnes said Mr. Mc'Bride had 
declared a few days ago that he would 
not believe the ministers of the Crown 
on oath, yet he had not been called 
upon to apologize. Why should Mr. 
Martin be singled out. 

Hon. Col. Prior regretted that so 
much time should be wasted in such un- 
pleasant discussions. Ho held that both 
honorable members were at fault. 

Mr. Martin said Mr. MePhillips had 
made a suggestion that he had been 
prompted by improper motives iu bring-" 
ing in the bill. "Was he not entitled to 
an apology for such an unworthy in- 
sinuation. 

After more than an hour's -wrangling 
over the unpleasant controversy, the 
debate was resumed by Mr. MePhillips, 
who argued that no private act of in- 
corporation could he amended without 
notice to tho parties affected, and tho 
city of Vancouver had not received such 
notice. 

■Mr. illelmckon argued that tho bill 
was out of order, as it was designed to 
amend the charters of Vancouver and 
New Westminster. 

Mr. Garden's resolution was defeated 
on a vote of 32 to 14. 

Tho bill was then read a third time 
and passed. 

MASTER AND .SERVA1NT. 

Mr. Gilmour's bill to amend tho Mas- 
ter and Servant Act, by permitting 
workmen to elect their own doctors, was 
again taken up in committee of Hie 
whole, Mr. Ncill in the chair. 

'Objection -was taken to a clause im- 



posing a penalty for infraction of the, 
provisions of the hill, it being held that 
this placed the bill out of order. 

The chairman overruled the ohpection 
mid an appeal was made to .Mr., Speaker. 

Mr, Mcilunes pointed out that the bill 
did not contemplate the appropriation 
of any public revenue, but merely pro- 
posed tho imposition of 11 penalty. 

Mr. Martin called attention to tho 
'Shops Regulations act, and other acts 
introduced by private members, con- 
taining penalty clauses whiclu had pass- 
ed the House without objection. 

Mr. Speaker upheld the ruling of tho 
dial rm an. 

The committee reported the bill com- 
plete with amendments.

THE LABOR 

CONVENTION 



Delegates Decide to Form 
Provincial Progressive Parly 
— Officers tlected. 



Kamloops, April III.— (Special corre- 
spondence of the Colonist) — The conven- 
tion linishc.l its labors today by complet- 
ing the platform, moving a series of re- 
solutions ami forming the nucleus of an 
independent party which is termed the 
Provincial Progressive Pnrty, by elect- 
ing an executive committee of seven, 
presided over by Chris Foley of Ross- 
land. The executive committee are scat- 
tered tiver the whole province. The pro- 
ceedings throughout were conducted with 
orderliness and decorum. The feature 
of the convention "was the opening of its 
doors to the public and the determined 
stand made by the Socialists, their de- 
feat and their loyal acquiescence in the 
will of the majority. The press repre- 
sented all the daily papers of the Coast 
and the Rossland World, together with 
the Denver Ledge, Slllldoil I'aystreak 
and Vancouver Independent weeklies, 
10 journals in ail, wijjiout including the 
local newspapers. 

At the beginning of the session of 
Wednesday the first plunk to be dis- 
cussed was the right of referring to the 
people all valuable franchises and sub- 
sidies. Two amendments were proposed, 
the lirst to substitute the word "neces- 
,'ity" for the word "right," and, second, 
to make the referendum necessary in all 
cases excepting those relating to public 
order or health. Roth of these -were 
voted down and the original motion car- 
ried. 

The next plank -was carried unani- 
mously. It desires that election day be 
declared a public holiday and all em- 
ployees be granted four consecutive 
hours during -which to record their vote. 

The plank following read that farm 
lands and implements be exempted from 
taxation, -whereas wild lands are to be 
assessed at the price asked by the hold- 
ers. This was passed with but two dis- 
sentients. 

The next plank declared that no land 
subsidies should be granted, 'but the land 
kept for the settlers, and after a little 
discussion this also carried. 

The next plank read that 10 per cent, 
of all public lands be immediately set 
aside for educational . purposes. 

Delegate Kane of Kaslo asked if such 
land was lo be sold to the speculate! ? 

Delegate Davidson of Sandon object- 
ed to the piling up of planks. 

Delegate Parr of Ymir said there were 
enough pianks to build a wharf. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Delegate Ebbs of the Socialist league, 
spoke strongly in favor of the plank. 

Delegate Slack of Greenw 1 moved. 

and Delegate Watson of Vancouver sec- 
onded, that education, me. Us and books 
lor all children up to 10 years to be free. 

Delegates Mackay. Watson and others 
spoke in favor, and on the amendment 
being emhodied with the original mo- 
tion, the plank was passed. 

The next plank was offered by Dele- 
gate Ruckle of Nanuimo, and seconded 
by Delegate Pouckton of Phoouix, and 
desired the municipalization and public 
control of tlie liquor traffic. 

Delegate Mackay of Nelson advocated 
the adoption of the Gothenburg system. 

The plank was carried after a little 
discussion. 

An attempt was made to resuscitate 
the Sunday labor question, but although 
the large majority of the delegates were 
not in favor of Sunday labor, yet the 
convention deemed that the platform was 
already sufficiently lengthy without a 
plank upon Sunday labor. 

A lengthy plank was suggested iby 
Delegale Stack of Greenwood, and sec- 
onded by another Socialist, that the 
whole of the platforms as passed be con- 
sidered as steps in the overthrow of 
apitalism anil the establishment of a co- 
operative commonwealth, and cantioned 
its adopters against government owner- 
hip as an attempt of the capitalist class 
to secure control" of public utilities. This 
was received with laughter, and voted 
down without gaining a single supporter. 

A discussion on tlie adoption and re- 
arrangement and possible condensation 
of the platform then ensued, during 
which Delegate Lackio of the Socialist 
league of Nelson professed himself in ac- 
cord with the sentiments of the conven- 
tion, although lie had not succeeded in 
gaming the Socialist ends which he 
sought. In this Delegate Ebhs, another 
Socialist, heartily agreed, and these ex- 
pressions of amity and concord were re- 
ceived with, much applause. 

It was determined that there should be 
no condensation, but the platform was 
referred hack to committee for re-ar- 
rangement. 

During the afternoon and evening ses- 
sions several resolutions were passed 
deprecating Sunday labor, having school 
books printed in British Columbia, ask- 
ing that tho union label be placed on 
government printing, the Dominion gov- 
ernment be requested to pass an act le- 
galizing th,. union label, the acquirement 
of tlie telegraphs of the country, con- 
demning the provincial Attorney-Gener- 
al and the Minister of Justice for not 
enforcing the alien law, condemning the 
past and present governments for neglect, 
of the interests of the people, and re- 
solving for the formation of an independ- 
ent party and determining that the name 
of this pnrty be the "Provincial Pro- 
gressive 'Party." 

A further resolution was passed ap- 
proving of the Trades Union bill, intro- 
duced by Smith Curtis in the legislature, 
and also of the Workmons Compensation 
Act, introduced by ,T. Ilawthornthwaite, 
anil a Inter resolution was presented 
asking that non-payment of wages in 
certain circumstances .be made a crim- 
inal offence. 

The convention then proceeded to pass 
a resolution forming a permanent organ- 
ization, to he elected by ballot, of a pres- 
ident, vice-president and secretary-treas- 
urer, together, with four members of an 
executive committee. Al~o that a cor- 
responding secretary be appointed for 
each district represented. On this be- 
ing passed. Delegate Foley wns elected 
president on a! second ballot, and his elec- 
tion was afterwards made unanimous on
